Claims 1-3 lack an inventive step under POT Article 33(3) as being obvious over Holaday et aL (U.S. Patent No. 6,413,513, July 2, 
2002). 

As set foilh above the reference by Holaday et al anticipates the claimed invention, therefore, the claimed invention is rendered 
obvious, because Holaday et aL teach the administration of a protein and a nntiangiogenesis compound such as endostatin or angiostatin.
